A singular bird has been added to 
the collection in the London Zoological 
gardens 
the m uch talked of carnirer- 
ous parrot, w hich confines its love of a n i­ 
mal flesh almost exclusively to m utton. 
According to the naturalists th a t have 
examined 
this rara avis, it possesses 
tw o qualities heretofore unknow n in 
birds of its sjweies. 
The tir.-f is this 
flesh eating propensity, an exception to 
the whole parrot 
fam ily, which is fru- 
givorotls, living «*n fruits, seed, leaves, 
buds anti the lik«*; and second, tin* fact 
that this carnivorous taste is not natu 
ra.l, but acquired. 
This curious bird is tin* k**a (Nestor 
notabilis), 
or m ountain 
parrot, and 
comes from N< w Zealand. 
Its general 
color of plumage i- green; its length 
from point of bill to extrem ity of tail, 
21 inches; its bill, 2 inches with upper 
m andible m u d i eurv.*d and very strong. 
It inhabits tin* higher woo<J<*d glens and 
dark rcee-s«*s of tin* m ountain districts 
of tin* islands above named, and, lik** 
the owl, is generally nocturnal in its 
habits.
